lines 12-16 of claim 82, lines 12-15 of claim 85, lines 8-11 of claim 89 . 

Because claims 2-19, 92; 93; 22-30, 32-40; 44-50, 91; 52-55; 63-72; 74-77; 80-81; 84; 87-88; 90 
depend directly or indirectly on claims 1, 20, 21, 43, 51, 62, 73, 78, 82, 85, 89. These claims are 
considered allowable for at least the same reasons noted above.
